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State Rights..It was stated iu Saturday's
Gazette that the Governor of Rhode Island
had presented a report of the Chiel Constable
to the Senate of that State relative) to the offi¬
cial interference of a United States iMar-
sbal at the recent seizure ot liquors which were

under tho protection of the State, ilia message,
which is said to have caused great excitement,
is in substance as follows :

"Iu the collision between the officers of the
State aud the United States I was called upon
by a member of the constabulary force aud in¬
formed ot an existiog difficulty, and asked to

iurerfere iu the matter. It seemed to me, on

an examination of the facts, that, although
there was no doubt in my own mind that 1
might direct a portion of the military estab¬
lishment of the State to sustaiu the State offi¬
cers of law, yet prudence required that the
question might better be decided by a court
than by an intervention of tbe military. Be¬
side, I was reluctant to bring the miliary to

an antagonism with the police of the city ot
Piovideuee. 1, therefore, directed the constab¬
ulary to make no further effort to seize the
liquor then held by the Uuited Slates marshal
and chief of the police. As a result, this has
been placarded as a victory on the part of the
Uuited States marshal and his deputy. It
seemB proper that I should, therefore, say that
pusilanimity, if any, is mioe, rather than that
ot the State constabulary, and obkquy, if any,
is mine. I agree fully with the universal opinion
that these attachments are collu>ive and a

thinly disguised sham, and I share a general
sense of mortification at the iudicni;y to which
our Commonwealth was subjected. I re¬

alize also tbe gravity of the situation and
recognize it as our imperative duty to take
measures for an early aud proper adjustment
of the question. There have been dinned into
our ears for the past six months threats with
regard to Fort Adams and revenue cutters ;
but.so long as these threats were words and idle
words, they have been treated as such; yet
when it is gravely stated by a respectable and
intelligent journal that troops from Fori Adams
and the United States reueoue outter, Samuel
Dexter, had been placed at the disposition of
the marshal, it seems proper to ask why is this
done? Whom is it desired to attack? Not a

foreign foe, not a turbulent community in rebe'-
lion. It must be theq for a purpose.waging
war on the people of the State.a State whose
people, from the date of its settlement, have
been noted for their intelligent conservatism
aud patriotism. It may be improper for this
honorable body to consider such menaces, to

long as they are menaces. But now, that the
issue is directly forced, I think it ought to re¬

ceive your attention. Your presence here,
Senators, is a mockery and farce. If such pro¬
ceedings as these are sustained by the Federal
Government your honorable judiciary and ex¬

ecutive may as well resign their offices, and
leave tbe control and direction ot State affairs
to the subordinates of tho United States Gov-
ernment.
"No graver question lias beco forced upon ihe

State siuce it* first settlement. It is a vital
question, for io it are involved the sovereignty
of the State aad the hormonious relatious of
the State with the United States. The littie
State of Khode Island is entitled on such
points to an equal respect with larger States,
or the Government itself. I make no argu¬
ment on this question. The matter is in the
hands of the General Assembly, and I urn con¬

fident it will be adjusted in such a manner as

to vindicate the honor of the State and main¬
tain the integrity of the laws. I have not the
slightest doubt that the authorities at Wash-
iogtoo, when this matter is properly communi¬
cated to them, will promptly and emphatically
condimu and repudiate the proceedings of the
marshal io these premises."
Fur Trade..Very few persons are aware

of the fact that there are shipped North from
Fredericksburg every year the skins of furred
nnimals to the value of from $3,000 to $4,000.
They consist chiefly of the skins of rabbits.
old field hares, is the usual term here.foxes,
minx, raccoon?, the mut-quash or muskrat, and
occasionally the otter. Ihero has been sent
North the present season from this market
25,000 rabbit skins. JLnst season there were

about 30,000. This is certainly a large num¬
ber, and but for the fact that we have the fig¬
ure! we should have boen inclined to doubt the
statement. The usual returns per season, are,
of otter, some half dozen, of minx, about 250;
musk-rats from 800 to 1,000; raccooms from
5(H) to 600, foxes, gray and red, about 200.
For manufacturing purposes, furs are classified
as felted and dressed. The hare and rabbit are
felted furs, and are used for hats and other
felted fabtics, in whioh the hairs or filaments
*re made so to interlace or entangle as to form
ft very strong and close plexus. The removal
of the fur from the felt is a necessary prelimi*
D»ry to the preparation of fur for felting pur-
poses-the long outer hairs being discarded..
Fredericktburg Herald.
